[idea, law of nature or natural phenomena] itself." Gottschalk v. Benson, 409 U.S. 63, 71-72, 175 USPQ 673, 676 (1972). See also MPEP 
Section 2106. By Applicant's own admission in page 19 of the response filed on 5/7/07, the claimed invention can be used to "model, test, 
and predict" physical systems that "can include electromagnetics, structural mechanics, fluid dynamics, and other physical systems." The 
Examiner interprets this to be an attempt to claim every "substantial practical application" of the math when run on a computer. 
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
